Council Keeps Candidates 
300 Ft. from Polling Places

At its August 16 regular meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council on a 3-2 vote declined to change the regulations 
governing the minimum distance between campaign work¬ 
ers and city polling places. This was despite recommenda¬ 
tions from the city solicitor and the election board that the 
limit be restored to 100 feet from the 300 foot limit estab¬ 
lished for the 1991 election. 

to 100 feet, which complies with 
state and county law* 

William Brennan, sitting in 
for vacationing city solicitor, 
said that it would be difficult 
to defend the 300 foot limit fol¬ 
lowing a recent Supreme Court 
decision. Although the court up¬ 
held. Tennessee's 100 foot limit, 
the written opinion noted that 
“at some measurable dis¬ 
tance from the polls, govern¬ 
mental regulation of vote solici¬ 
tation could effectively become 
an impermissible burden." The 
Maryland Attorney General has 
since written an opinion that 
the 300 foot limits in several 


All five council members con¬ 
ceded that the 300 foot limit 
effectively eliminated campaign¬ 
ing at the polls. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld estimated that poll 
workers at the municipal build¬ 
ing would be standing in front 
of Generous Joe’s at Roosevelt 
Center. 

Council member Rodney Rob¬ 
erts, who was not on council 
when the 300 foot limit was 
established, charged that the 
measure was designed to give 
incumbents an edge. He made 
the motion to return the limit 


Council Approves Bond Financing, 
Liquor License, Parking Permit

The Roosevelt Center area 
attracted the lattention of 
the Greenbelt City Council at 
its August 16 regular meet¬ 
ing. After a brief stalemate 
council supported a liquor li¬ 
cense for the theater, ap¬ 
proved a funding plan for 
the community center and 
moved closer to renovating 
the parking lots, 

Liquor License 

It could be another Christmas 
reopening for the Greenbelt The¬ 
ater. Theater operator Paul 
Sanchez plans to close the the¬ 
ater in late September* If the 
theater's liquor license applica¬ 
tion is approved by the county 
Liquor Control Board, he hopes 
to reopen the theater a# a cin¬ 


ema cafe on Christmas day. If 
the license is not approved, San¬ 
chez told council, the theater 
will not reopen. 

During the last legislative ses¬ 
sion the Maryland General As¬ 
sembly approved legislation cre¬ 
ating a new class of liquor li¬ 
cense in Prince Georges County 
for theater/cafe operations. This 
legislation, designed to benefit 
the Greenbelt Theater was sup¬ 
ported by council on a 4-1 vote 
in January. 

Now, Sanchez is applying to 
receive a liquor license. In ask¬ 
ing for a motion. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld acknowledged that 
council generally does not sup¬ 
port Hquor license applications. 
In this case, however, he argued 
that failing to support the li¬ 
cense after seeking the empow¬ 
ering legislation, might send the 


“wrong signal" to the liquor 
board. 

In response, council member 
Antoinette Bram moved that 
council take no position on the 
license application. She argued 
that council should continue its 
standard practice rather than 
making the theater a special 
case. Council member Rodney 
Roberts, who had cast the sole 
dissenting vote in January, vob* 
ed with Bram. 

The motion died in a 2-2 tie 
with Weidenfeld and council 
member Thomas White, who had 
declined to offer the motion 
Weidenfeld requested, voting 
against. 

When council member Edward 
Puitens arrived late in the meet¬ 
ing, council reconsidered the is¬ 
sue* Putens' motion that the city

counties are of “‘doubtful con¬ 
stitutionality.” 

Brennan said it was unclear 
what the effect of a challenge 
to the election based upon the 
300 foot limit would be. 

Council members Antoinette 
Bram, Edward Putens and 
Thomas White voted against 
Roberts' motion. The 300 foot 
limit does not violate sate law ; 
they noted, and it eliminates the 
need for voters to “run the 
gauntlet” of campaign workers* 

“Whose gauntlet is it?" ask¬ 
ed Roberts. 

Since the city charter estab¬ 
lished a 100 foot limit, the issue 
may resurface as a charter 
amendment to establish a 800 
foort limit.

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Free Speech Outweighs 
Running Candidates Gauntlet 


Although the city attorney has advised that it would 
be difficult to defend the city's requirement that candidates 
and campaign workers stay 300 feet away from a polling 
place, three members of the city council wish to retain this 
requirement. Advocates for the restriction say that voters 
should not have to run a gauntlet of office seekers and their 
flacks. Opponents say that the requirement denies candi¬ 
dates and their supporters freedom of speech and a final 
chance to give voters information. Also they believe it gives 
an advantage to incumbents. 

In our view, the problem does not merit such an ex¬ 
treme solution, which, has effectively eliminated campaign¬ 
ing at the polls. Although weaving through the throng of 
poll workers can be annoying, the current restriction does 
seem to us to abridge candidates' rights to free speech. 

The News Review has been to the U.S. Supreme Court 
on our constitutional right to freedom of the press and that 
court upheld our right. We can do no less than defend 
First Amendment rights for others, even though they may 
be politicians. The city council should take action quickly 
to rescind the 300-foot limit.

Rumble Strips on Road 
Near Greenbelt Middle

Rumble strips have been 
placed on westbound Greenbelt 
Road between Kenilwoth Ave. 
and 63rd Ave. to worn motorists 
to slow down. An overhead sign 
with flashing light® cautioning 
drivers that they are approach¬ 
ing a school zone, has also been 
installed. 

“The device will be operational 
prior to the opening of Green¬ 
belt Middle School,” said Maj Sha- 
kib, State Highway Administra¬ 
tion Distict Traffic Engineer. He 
emphasized that students should 
cross at the 63rd ave. intersec¬ 
tion. 

Last year a student was killed 
as she crossed Greenbelt Road. 
The tragedy brought together 
concerned parents, the PTA. 
Board of Education and local and 
state officials and agencies in 
an effort to ensure the safety 
of youngsters who must cross 
Greenbelt Road. Reportedly, with 
the exception of the State High¬ 
way Administration, the consen¬ 
sus was that an overhead pedes¬ 
trian overpass was essential.

driver's attention when more cau¬ 
tion should be exercised.”

Fifty Years Ago 

Capt. Yeatts Killed

July, 1943—In a front page 
story, the Greenbeit Cooperator 
reported that one of Greenbelt’s 
first residents, Capt Fred L. 
Yeatts had been killed on May 
29 in an automobile accident 
while on active duty in North 
Africa. His wife and two child¬ 
ren resided at 14-A Ridge. 

Mrs. Yeatts first learned of 
her husband’s death in a letter 
received from a nurse who was 
in Africa. In the same mail she 
had received, without explana¬ 
tion, an unfinished letter from 
her husband. Not until the fol¬ 
lowing week did she receive an 
official telegram from the War 
Department. 

Yeatts had worked as a ser¬ 
geant with the Capitol police 
force and had become a Lieuten¬ 
ant in the Quartermaster Corps 
after being a student at Virgin¬ 
ia Military Institute. His is one 
of 15 names listed on The War 
Memorial stone at Roosevelt 
Center.

Greenbelt CARES will begin 
the summer semester GED pro¬ 
gram on Tuesday, October 5. 
GED I is for students who need 
review of basic math (addition, 
subtraction, multiplication, divi¬ 
sion, fractions, decimals, per¬ 
centages and word problems) and 
English grammar skills. GED II 
is for students who have suc¬ 
cessfully completed GED I and 
or are ready to learn algebra and 
geometry, English literature and 
writing skills, and prepare to 
take the GED test. 

Both courses are run every 
Tuesday and Thursday, for 10 
weeks, in the Municipal Build¬ 
ing Conference Room.

Gathering at Wolfe Field 
For Perseid Meteor Storm

June, 1943—When it comes to 
push and shove, garbage collec¬ 
tion received top priority when 
the town's gasoline storage tank 
ran dry several days before the 
next delivery was expected. Only 
the garbage truck was kept in 
regular service. Greenbelt’s po¬ 
lice officers went on expanded 
foot patrol beats, using the po¬ 
lice cruiser only for urgent aalls. 
All other vehicles were kept idle 
for more than 10 days. 

Greenbelters also faced short¬ 
ages. Many were not able to 
get gas, and those who did had 
to wait in line for a half hour 
or more to get three gallons. 
Even bus service was curtailed 
as service was provided only to 
the Branchville trolley line. One 
transportation service doing 
good business was the Green- 
belt taxi service which helped 
supplement the other means of 
transportation.

The Perseid meteor shower is always a high point of 
my summer. It is the best meteor shower of the year, offer¬ 
ing up to 60 meteors per hour under normal conditions and, 
being in August, it is comfortable to stay out all night in a 
dark area and count “shooting stars/’ The counts are sci¬ 
entifically valuable, and many of my friends across the 
country collect them to compare numbers’ with sky condi¬ 
tions. While watching for meteors, I listen to the short¬ 
wave time signals and reacquaint myself with the ancient 
constellations.

But this year is different. 
Comet Swift-Tuttle was recov¬ 
ered in its 130 year orbit a few 
months age, and it was found 
to be an exceptional comet. It 
is one of the largest "dirty 
snowballs” to ever pass near 
the Earth. It has been jettison¬ 
ing material at an unpredictable 
rate. It just passed the Earth 
224 days ago, leaving large quan¬ 
tities of sand, water and rare 
gases in its wake. This wake 
crosses Earth's orfbit on the eve¬ 
ning of August 11, when a storm 
of sand and dust sized particles 
was expected to hit our upper 
atmosphere at about 50 miles 
per second, creating the beauti¬ 
fully colored trains of the Per¬ 
seid Meteor Shower. 

Unpredictable 

Since the comet is somewhat 
unpredictable, we didn't know 
for sure just when, the storm 
would hit. Best guesses were 
9 p.m., 1 a.m., and 9 a.m. the 
next morning. The only thing 
to do was to find a dark spot 
such as Wolfe Field, and set up 
our lawn chairs, snacks, tape 
recorders and shortwave radios, 
and watch all night, keeping 
ourselves awake by swapping 
folktales, such as the story of 
Perseus.

I wrote all of that and Iftore, 
but didn't get it into the paper 
in time. A few folks called and 
asked me where to observe from, 
so I suggested they join us in 
the middle of the ballfield. When 
we arrived at dusk, we were 
alone. A nice hole developed in 
the clouds, and stayed over us 
until the rain started at mid¬ 
night. My mother left early; not 
because she was tired, but be¬ 
cause she thought her car would 
be blocked by the more than 20 
cars that had arrived by 9 p.m. 
There was a large group play¬ 
ing rock music on Metro Moun¬ 
tain, and a number of families 
on the bleachers. Several other 
groups set up in the field, some 
with us and others in other 
places. Some of the kids played 
flashlight tag while waiting for 
the meteors to start falling. I 
had to send Nick Iascone over 
to ask them to not shine lights 
in the observers' eyes. 

One Meteor 

I am really happy for the 
responses to the one meteor we 
saw. It streaked south through 
the Big Dipper at 9:45, leaving 
a bluegray train 40 degrees long 
that lasted several seconds. The 
meteor itself was bluish white, 
and second magnitude (fairly 
bright). A few Ooh's and Aah's 
were heard, and we eagerly wait¬ 
ed for more. All we saw that 
night was a lot of planes. 

Other observers did better. A 
group in the Chesapeake Bay 
saw 12, an observer near Mor¬ 
gantown saw six, and the God¬ 
dard Club up on Skyline Drive 
saw 120. Some Greenbelt ob¬ 
servers went as far as New 
England, but didn't have any 
better weather than we did. On 
Saturday night, I saw six me¬ 
teors in half an hour, all of them 
from meteor showers other than 
the Perseids. The meteor season 
lasts until January 3, when the 
Geminids put on a nice show. 
You're welcome to join me then, 
but be sure to dress warmly. 

What we discovered from this 
observing trip is, there's no 
place like home. There's no more 
convenient spot than the dark 
skies of Wolfe Field, and every¬ 
one knew it without being told 
by the article I didn't get in to 
the paper in time. We need to 
work together in the coming 
yeans t*> protect this convenient 
dark-sky spot from lights.

support the license application 
passed on a 3-2 vote with Bram 
and Roberts opposed. 

The liquor board hearing is 
scheduled for September 23 in 
the County Service Building in 
Hyattsville. 

Theater Proposal 

At a July 21 work session, 
Kim MoCarl and the Greenbelt 
Arts Center presented a design 
for a proscenium theater they 
propose be incorporated in the 
new community center. This 
building would be attached to 
the 1967 addition to the Center 
School building. One of the con¬ 
cerns raised by council at that 
work session was the cost of the 
proposal. 

At the August 16 meeting 
council directed the city staff to 
obtain an evaluation of the pro¬ 
posal and rough cost estimates 
from the architectural firm that 
is designing the community 
center renovations. 

Brain's proposal to establish 
a task force to pursue the pros¬ 
cenium theater project was not 
supported by her colleagues. 

Financing 

Like many homeowners, the 
city has been examining ways 
to refinance its debt to take 
advantage of current low inter¬ 
est rates. Council unanimously 
approved city staff’s recommen¬ 
dation to accept a NationsBank 
proposal. The city's financial ad¬ 
visor, Sam Ketterman of Alex 
Brown & Co., believes the bank 
proposal will be less expensive 
than selling new bonds. In ad¬ 
dition. it will provide the $3 mil¬ 
lion that voters have authorized 
the city to borrow for commun¬ 
ity center renovations- Under 
this plan, the city will pay off 
all existing debt, plus the com¬ 
munity center loan, in just 12 
years, rather than the 20 years 
it normally takes to pay off a 
bond issue. 

Ketterman estimates that the 
NationsBank plan will save the 
city roughly $279,000 in interest 
costs after adjusting for infla¬ 
tion. In contrast, he estimates 
that selling new bonds would 
save less than $200,000. 

Deputy City Manager/City 
Treasurer Michael McLaughlin 


pointed out one drawback of the 
plan. With a bond issue, pay¬ 
ments usually decline somewhat 
each year. Under the proposed 
plan they will increase instead. 
However, assuming the tax base 
increases by at least 3 percent 
per year, the payments will not 
require more than the 18-5 cents 
on the tax rate that the city 
budgeted for debt service in the 
current budget- McLaughlin says 
that even in the current reces¬ 
sion the assessable base had 
increased by more than 3 per¬ 
cent per year. 

Parking Lot Reconstruction 

Renovation of the parking lots 
at Roosevelt Center should be¬ 
gin shortly after Labor Day fol¬ 
lowing a council vote to award 
a $449,964 contract for the 
work to Fort Myer Construction 
Corporation of Washington. D.C. 
This was not the lowest of the 
two bids received- However, 
staff advised against accepting 
the low bid. from NZI Construc¬ 
tion, 

Director of Planning and 
Community Development Celia 
Wilson expects the work to take 
roughly three months, weather 
permitting. The landscaping 
work will likely not be completed 
until spring, she said- 

NZI was the firm hired by the 
city for the 1990 Centerway re¬ 
construction project. This work 
was completed behind schedule 
and. according to Wilson, the 
quality of the work was “gen¬ 
erally unacceptable.” 

Jack Nazario of NZI asked 
council to give his company an¬ 
other chance. He said he had 
resolved the organizational and 
personnel defects that led to the 
Centerway problems and had 
submitted a reduced bid on this 
contract in an effort to get a 
chance to show the city he can 
do the work. 

Don Stolkovich. also of NZI 
Construction, felt the city had 
not dealt fairly with the com¬ 
pany. The city invited the firm 
to bid, he said. Preparing the 
bid cost the firm a signifcant 
amount of time and money that 
they would not have spent had 
they known they would be dis¬ 
qualified because of the Cen¬ 
terway project. 


County Schools Awarded Drug Education Grant 


The United States Department 
of Education announced that the 
Prince Georges County Public 
Schools will receive a two-year 
drug education grant which will 
fund the production of a five- 
part television series designed 
to inform high school students 
about the dangers and conse¬ 
quences of using tobacco and 
alcohol. 

Each television program will 
be accompanied by student, 
teacher and parent program 
guides. The entire package will 
become a part of the Drug Edu¬ 
cation curriculum of the school 
system. In addition to distribu¬ 
tion to each high school, the 
programs will: 

(1) Be telecast over cable tele¬ 
vision in Prince Georges County* 
(2) be available in public li¬ 
braries in the county; (3) be 
distributed to appropriate com¬ 
munity groups; and (4) be dis¬ 
tributed nationally to large 
school systems, state depart¬ 
ments of education, and other 
pertinent organizations. 

An advisory board :f local 
experts will oversee the content 
development of the five pro¬ 
grams. A team of highly quali¬ 
fied professionals will develop, 


produce, evaluate, and dissemi¬ 
nate all materials. This grar.t 
was very competitive with more 
than 400 applicants and only 12 
grants awarded. 

The school system will receive 
$193,037 in the first year and 
$231,754 in the second year of 
the grant. The funding will cov¬ 
er all costs associated with the 
production of the series, includ¬ 
ing the hiring of a producer/ 
writer and a technician for the 
series. The grant will also cover 
the cost of development and 
printing of guides, closed-cap¬ 
tioning, and duplication of all 
tapes. The grant will be effec¬ 
tive September 1.

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Two Lakes Now Proposed 
For Schrom Hills Park

The long delayed proposed Greenbrook Lake in Schrom 
Hills Park is closer to 'becoming a reality after the Green¬ 
belt City Council reviewed a new concept plan at its August 
16 regular meeting. The number of lakes has now doubled 
to two, covering a combined area of roughly 2.3 acres. 


Originally, a five acre storm¬ 
water management pond was 
planned for the park. However, 
when city consultants investi¬ 
gated, they discovered that much 
of the area involved was wet¬ 
lands which could not be de¬ 
stroyed under stringent new 
regulations. Since that time the 
only water on the site has been 
from a drainage obstruction, the 
cause of which has never been 
determined. 

The new plan reduces the wet¬ 
land loss to just under one acre, 
which Kim Paniati of Green- 
man. Inc* called the “magic num¬ 


ber.” If the wetland loss does 
not exceed an acre, the Army 
Corps of Engineers has the au¬ 
thority to approve or reject the 
plan. More extensive wetland 
loss requires approval from oth¬ 
er agencies as well 

The Corps official who will 
review the eventual permit ap¬ 
plication has told Paniati that 
he will support the plan. Still 
to be resolved is the precise loca¬ 
tion for the two acres of wet¬ 
lands that must be created to 
replace the single acre destroyed. 

The two ponds will be sepa¬ 
rated by a spillway, which 


bridges a slight difference in 
elevation. Most of the trees in 
the area will be preserved, ex¬ 
cept for some relatively young 
trees near Hanover Parkway. 
Paniati said that the ponds will 
be wet throughout the year and 
she expects there to be enough 
water movement to prevent stag¬ 
nation. She noted, however, that 
a soil analysis to assure the pres¬ 
ence of impervious soils has not 
yet been completed- 

The county is supposed to fi¬ 
nance construction of the ponds 
although the funds have not yet 
been budgeted. 

Residents should not start 
planning their picnics yet, how¬ 
ever. Council approved referring 
the plan to two city advisory 
boards, to the Greenbelt East 
Advisory Coalition and to Green- 
brook residents for comment. 
Providing no substantive chan¬ 
ges result from this review, city 
Director of Planning and Com¬ 
munity Development Celia Wil¬ 
son expects that the citv could 
apply for a permit sometime 
in October.

tion Manager for Taco Bell, who

The existing building is about 
7,500 square feet. For the new 
establishment, parts of the build¬ 
ing, primarily at the front, will

Because the space 
required for kitchens will be 
less than now exists, there will 
still be room to seat about 145 
patrons. 

There will be a drive-through 
window constructed in part of 
the area where the building is 
reduced in size- As a result, there 
will be no loss of the 96 regular 
and two handicap parking spaces 
now existing, 


As always, the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board members were con¬ 
cerned about proposed signage. 
A six foot tall monument sign 
would be placed on a two foot 
mound in front of the building 
near Greenbelt Road.

“I suggested that G&O call the 
overhead work of employees 
non-billable. All marketing, ac¬ 
counting, , billing and payroll 
most administrative and a large 
proportion of management time 
was officially non-productive. 
It’s a terrible thing to tell some¬ 
one who is working 40 to 60 
hours a week under immense 
pressure that their work is non¬ 
productive!” 

According to Scully, this 
change helps the corporation 
recognize the importance of non¬ 
billable work. “We all make a 
contribution to winning con¬ 
tracts, keeping the company’s 
internal processes working and 
maintaining a good reputation 
for the company. We should; all 
be recognized for the value of 
our work in helping the company 
grow, even though it is non¬ 
billable,” Scully points out.

During the week of August 
13, Public Works Director Carl 
Hirsch, Superintendent Kenny 
Hail and Specialty Operations 
Foreman Victor Kirk met at the 
new Greenbelt Elementary

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello again ! ! ! 

Vehicles tend to wear out different parts at different times, 
some faster than others. Case in point: Should a vehicle wear out 
alternater belts at the rate of two per year with a mileage span 
of 15,000 miles? 

It could happen even if everything is working properly. In 
our modern electronic engines we power the vehicles with high- 
amp alternators This means the alternator has the power to sup¬ 
ply all accessories and still provide power to the battery so that 
it won‘t drain. 

When you generate current you have heat and magnetic field 
build-up. Sometimes the alternator gets too hot to touch. This is 
normal when dealing with magnetic fields. The pulley that is 
driven by the alternator belt has a force not easily turned. This 
is referred to as 'the A/C field drag. A loose belt can t drive the 
pulley fast enough and burns up the drive belt, and this causes 
the alternator or charging circuit to stop working properly. 

Solution: routine preventive maintenance inspections of charg¬ 
ing circuit components. Use good quality replacement parts, no 
junk!

Water Heater Alert 

Washington Gas is alerting its 
customers that appliance manu¬ 
facturer A.O. Smith has recalled 
selected gas water heater models 
manufactured in the spring of 
1991. The models contain defec¬ 
tive flue baffles that could pos¬ 
sibly lead to the production of 
dangerous levels of carbon mon¬ 
oxide gas. 

Some 1,800 of these water 
heaters were installed in the 
Washington metropolitan area. 
One-third of them already have 
been replaced or repaired. 

Washington Gas urges its cus¬ 
tomers to see if their water heat¬ 
er is one of the affected units. 
The models affected are 30-to- 
40-gallon size models FSG30, 
FSG40, PGX30 and PGX40, with 
serial numbers that begin with 
MD91, RME91, MF91 and MG91.

Raising the Rents 

by James Giese 

June 1, 1948—Rents paid by 
Greenbelt residents living in the 
original 885 dwelling units in 
the planned community received 
rent increases. In addition, resi¬ 
dents could still live in Green- 
belt if their incomes exceeded 
the maximum previously per¬ 
mitted. Rents on the smallest 
one-room apartment increased 
from $18 to $24 a month for 
persons meeting income require¬ 
ments and up to $32 for persons 
with higher income. For the 
largest homes, rents increased 
from $35 to $36 but for persons 
above the income limitations the 
rents could go up to $65. 

Greenbelters were not happy 
about getting their rents raised. 
An almost defunct Greenbelt 
Citizens Association had 500 
Greenbelters attend a special 
meeting to figure out what to 
do about it. They gave thunder¬ 
ous applause to William Hen- 
nessy as he lashed out at town 
management. Community Mana¬ 
ger Roy Braden, Assistant Com¬ 
munity Manager Arthur Rys- 
ticken and Supervisor of Family 
Selection Mary Jane Kinzer, for 
“hampering the war effort by 
encouraging the rise ’n rents." 
Hennessy urged those present to 
refuse to pay the new rents. 

Citizen Association Chairman 
Joe Comproni appointed a Com¬ 
mittee on Rent Increases after 
Abraham Chasanow proposed a 
motion that was adopted to “ask 
reconsideration of the change in 
rentals and adjust them on a 
more equitable basis whicn will 
include recognition of size of 
family, minor children, increased 


Braden and Rysticken tried to 
justify the rent increases, noting 
that the average income of 
Greenbelt residents had increased 
from $1,594 m 1939 to $2,962 
in 1943* 

In a front page editorial, the 
Greenbelt Coopera4*>r expressed 
mixed feelings on the issue, say¬ 
ing that rents based upon income 
were justified but that allow¬ 
ances should be made for the 
number of children in a family. 

Having no success in getting 
Federal officials to defer the 
rent increases, the special com¬ 
mittee decided to challenge the 
action in court. Sister city Green- 
dale, Wisconsin joined in the 
fray. The committee raised al¬ 
most a thousand dollars for the 
suit but suffered a blow when 
a special attorney ruled against
